M aurice Dubin of the Geophysi­ 
cal research directorate of the Air 
Force Cambridge Research Cen­ 
ter, said that by using a tech­ 
nique similar to that employed to 
hurl the meteors into space, sci­ 
entists "could hit the moon." 
He said such a moon rocket 
would travel under conditions sim ­ 
ilar to those through which the a r ­ 
tificial meteorites broke out of the 
ea rth ’s gravitational pull. 
IO Hour Trip 
He said the rocket would take 
about IO hours to travel the 250,000 
mile distance to the ea rth ’s clos­ 
est space neighbor since gravity 
would exert a greater force on the 
rocket than on the pellets. 
The pellet experiment "should 
also prove very useful as a tool 
for controlled experiements in the 
physics of the upper atm osphere," 
Dubin said. 
Scientists last night said the 
artificial meteorites blasted into 
space from over the New Mexico 
desert have "unquestionably" e s ­ 
caped into interplanetary areas. 
Dubin said the 40,000 mile an 
hour speed of the ball bearing 
sized pellets broke through the 
earth ’s gravitational pull and are 
possibly being drawn into the o r­ 
bit of the sun. 
The space experiment, which be­ 
gan Oct. 16, at the Holloman Air 
Force Base at Alamogordo, N.M.,

Asks Ban On 


Nuclear Arms 


And Tests

MOSCOW (U P) — The Com­ 
m unist parties of G4 nations issued 
a “ peace m an ifesto” last night 
appealing for a ban on nuclear 
w eapons and an im m ediate end to 
nuclear tests. 
The appeal, which closely fol­ 
lowed previously expressed K rem ­ 
lin policy, was com piled by Com­ 
m unist leaders in Moscow during 
recent celebrations of the 40th.an­ 
niv ersary of the R ussian revolu­ 
tion. 
It followed y este rd a y ’s 12-nation 
com m unique w arning that if “ bel­ 
licose im perialist m a n ia c s” start 
a w a r “ im perialism will doom it 
self to destruction.” 


Yugoslavs Signed Manifesto 


The Y ugoslav delegation in Mos 
cow signed the p eace m anifesto 
but did not sign the com m unique 
which was sharply critical of U.S. 
and w estern foreign policy. 
The m anifesto said the “ bloody 
consequences” of the s e c o n d 
world w ar “ have not yet com ­ 
pletely disap p eared and already 
hovering over thd hom es of peace 
ful towns and villages is the sin­ 
ister spectre cf an oth er w ar IOO 
tim es m ore destructiv e.” 
T he docum ent said if another 
w ar should break out “ it would 
su rp ass 
in destruction 
anything 
that m ankind has yet experienced. 
—in the next y ea r th e re will be 
no shelter or safety .” 


Recalls War Toll 


T he 3,500-word docum ent began 
with a prediction of w hat a new 
w a r would be like and rem inded 
the world th a t IO million persons 
died in World W ar I and 30 mil­ 
lion in World W ar II. Then it 
said: 
“ T here is no need for the knowl­ 
edge of scientists or the fantasy of 
poets to realize th a t another war, 
if people allow it to tak e place, 
will go beyond anything m ankind 
has suffered so far. 
“ As rep resen tatives of the Com­ 
munist and w orkers parties, fully 
conscious of our responsibilities 
tot- the fate of peoples, we de­ 
clare: War is not inevitable. War 
can be averted, 
peace can be 
safeg u arded and streng then ed.”
